Our Declaration of the 11, of Febr, expreſſing the Rex- 
ſons of your Votes for no more Adareſſes to the King,hath 
been long fince carefully read in our Pariſh Churches, 
ccording to Order,and vehemently preſled by the Atrn- 
fters that you have placed amoneſt us, 


J Ou could not expet that, we the (+: 1 People 
of England, as little vers'd in State atters, 4s 
ſome of your Members ( viz. Mr. Nixe+ 'f Oxon, 
Mercer; Mr. Lowrey of Cambridge, Fi. 2onger; 
Mr. Snellixg of Southwark, Strong-wa:. man; 

and pittifull Mr. Allen, of Weymouth, Þ c ver ) 
ſhould of our ſelves, preſently upon Publication of your D. + r:ti- 
on, be able to judge of the frverall particulars, and render . 
count accordingly. 

But now at laſt having ſufficiently informed our ſelves, by the 
beſt meanes, and waies we could, of all, and everic the contents of 
your Declaration, it ſcemes to us,to be of the Nature of a Chance- 
ry Bill, charging roundly ( it matters not how rrp) his ſacred 
Majeſty; And, Reſerving to onr ſelves all exceptions againft the nu- 
certainties, and inſufficiences of it, we preſent to your more ſerious 
conſideration theſe our obſervations upon the ſame. 

Nor muſt you blame us, that we Retwrne ſome things in your® 
Declaration, as wxcertain, and in[ufficicnt ; for, in the laft page, 
your ſelves intimate as niuch : telling us, that yow had /ufficiemts © 
tice and proefes of mofF ( not of all ) ( as we have of veric fev 
things conteined in it ; for inſtance, A? E

Concerning your Propoſitions to the King, and the Kings to you, 
You declare, that you have no leſſe then ſeven times made your Ad- 
dreſſes tothe King : But becauſe we find them not particularly na» 
med by you,we muſt refer them unto the wncertaimies of your De- 
claration. 

You declare alſo, that you tendred ſuch Propoſitions that might oc- 
cafion the world to julge you had not only yeelded up your Wills, and 
affettions, but your Reaſon alſo and judgement, for obtaining any true 
peace, or good Accommodation. But whether you have done ſo or 
no, let all the world judge by your Propoſitions themſelves.
